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Soules teaches a credit card 10, 20, 30 comprising a hidden picture 16, 26- 36 thereon , wherein 
said hidden picture of the card appears as the card is scanned (see the abstract; col. 6, lines 1+; col. 9, 
lines 5+; col 10, lines 18+; and figures 1-3).
